velt Swordmen kils their Feets, bace they can neither get, nor hold any 
Commazd of Honour or Profit, but through their good Graces, 

He, Ifay,that Remarques all this,and alſo how their ſceming Virtues, 
and perhaps but imaginary Abilities, are Magnified , and Mwiriplyed,and 
even their Errours with Veneration Concealed, Extenuated or 7«iified ; 
with what eaſe they trample upon their Adverlaries, and preter their 

Depenaants,

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Dependants, how can he refrain from drawing at ſo tempting a Lotrery, 

 oreſcape thoſe delicious Charms , which would almoſt delude a Stoick 
to miſtake ſuch a Fortune for his Summun Bonum, 

But alas, thele are only Outſides to Amule the Ignorant , thele ſtately 
Scatchrons ſerve but to hide a dead Corpſe , and thele Excellent Odours tb 
perfume a Sepu/chre, The FaQtions wherewith every Court and State is 

rpetually pregnant, the Emvy and Emnlition, which , though not fo 

oud, is yet perhaps fercer than open # :7, the Spies which { like Eu- 
nuches in Turky) are there ſet upon all mens Actions, and the S/7ppery 
paths on which they walk; the &K-e» and Peſtilent flanders againlt 
which Innocency it ſelf is ſoarce 4rmour of Proof, Thele and athouland 


\ Other Inconveniencies are not preſently diicovered ; And indeed, "tis 


perhaps fit they ſhould be Concealed, leſt otherwiſe men of Sence and 
Integritie 4void Courts, as perſons in debt do Priſons, and dread Great- 
nels like Infettion, 

Which would yet be more Apprehended, if they could have either 
the Prudence, or leiſure to Reflet, How many'perſons that in a private 
Station were Honeſt, Juſt and Reſolute Patriots, when once preferred 
to the Misfortune of being Great , have Abandoned all thoughts of the 
publique-weal : their —w (es. Retired to give place to their Forture, 
too Rank preferment ſtifled their Honeſty, and thence forward they aim'd 
only to Advance their own »arrow tntereſt, and blow ſhort-liv'd Sparks 
- warm their private fingers out of the Pwblique Aſhes of their Ruined 
Country, | 

Their 7»»ocency laſts ſcarce ſo long at Court, as the firſt man's did ia 
the Terreſtrialraradicc. Though they were not wicked before, yet they 
believe they ought to become 89, and theretore as tne Foolith Wiſem az 
of old flung all his Goods into the Sex , that he might more freely Philoſo- 
phize : They reſolve to rid themſelves of their Conſeiexces, thar with lefs 
Encumbrance they may Manage the Afﬀeaires of State. They Conceit 

ide neceſſary to ſupport their Dignity; aad that ſhould they not (well 
and look Big, their Condition would be nothing Chang'd, that Civi- 

<lity would Reduce them to that Equality, whence they had forc'd them- 
ſelves with ſo much trouble, to avoid Contempt, not being able to ren- 
der themſelves KefpeFed , they ſtudy to make themlelves feared. They 
eſteem, that there is no way lett to blot out the memory of their former 
Qualitie, but by the preſent Objects of their Tyranny , and that they 
ſhall not hinder the people from Zavghing at their Infirmities , but by 
Imploying them to weep for their own 41:ſeries, and complain of their 
Cruelties. 

One would think it Bed/amFoly, that men not unacquainted with 
Biftory , and ſufficiently warned by Experiences of their own times, 
ſhould adventure on the very ſame Precipigg, on which, All that wenc 
before them broke their Necks ; But we mult remember, that Ambition is 
as Blind as Love : They (like the famous ford Philoſopher ) are gazing 
at Stars till they rumble into the Ditch : Their Eyes are alwaies fixt on 
the Glittering Vanities above, _ by a deluded Imagination, fo 
they never look down on the Wrecks and Shattered Fortunes, and diſmem. 
bred Bodies and forfeited Heads, and Infamous Memories of their Prede- 


cellors, For few have the Wiſdom to foreſee, how hard it is 1a Great-

Ewvies not his Superiouts, and whom they Envy, they Hate. Therefors 
the Prince cannot bur Condema the G#//ty, nor ſtrike any but his Enc- 
mies , conſequently he gratifies him, whom he bereaves nur d of his Goods, 
in that he ni not away his Honour and leaves him his Life. Hoxe#ty 
and Jsſtice aro virtues proper for Merchants and Lawyers , not for Sove- 
raignes z "That to be S/aves to their words, is to Depoſe themſelves, and 
abandon their Prerogatives, that even in Heaven Ft there be any ſuch 
place above a Ladies Lap ) the Oaths of Princes are put in the ſame Scales 
with thoſe of Lovers. That Jupiter Commands them to be thrown into 
the #izd, asthings of no Obligation , and never to be regarded further 
thanpreſent Intereſt requires. | 

Thus in a way of fooling and telling of Fables, they perſwade the 
Prince, that heis not obliged by his promiſes , aor ought to hearken to 
the Farcies of Preachers, or Dotages of Legiſlators, but ſtands Exempted 
by his Qzalzty from all Laws Divine and Humaxe, not is obliged by ties of 
Juſtice or Prudence : Aqgd that it belongs to him fare Divine, to define 
unto men, what is Good or 1f, to declare unto the world , what for the 
future he will 4#ve to be juft or #»juſt, as well in Morality, as Policy. 

Thus are Tyrants made, fromghis Stock Moxſters are engendred, from 
ſuch Commencements, we come to ſet Rome on fire , to Butcher the 
Senate, to diſhonour Nature with Debauches, and declare War againſt 
it by Parricides, Theſe wheedling Whiſperers are the firſt Casſes of fo 
many Aiſeries, and did not theſe winds Blow, we ſhould be ſeafible of 
none of theſe Tempeſts and Hurricangs, able to diſcompoſe the Harmony of 
the beſt ſerled Governments in the World. 

Wherefore, ſince inthe whole Bulk of ſublunary Beings, there is go 
Good of ſo great uſe, and which ſo univerſally Communicactes it ſelf as a 
Good Prince, 0Or any 14, which Jifperſerh: jt [elf furcber, or is more per: 
nicious than a had one : Can. there be any puniſhments great enough in all 
the extent of Humane Juſtice, for thoſe who Charge this Good into 111 ; 
Who corrupt ſo Sa/utiferous and {o excellent a thing £ They had far bet- 
ter have poiſoned all the Wel's and all the Fountavns in their Countries , 
nay ſhould they infe& the Rivers themſelves, Water might be gotten 
from elſe where, even Heaven would ſtill furniſh us with ſome refreſving 
Drops : But here of neceſfiry we muſt either Choak, or drink Potſor ; a- 

ainſt theſe Domeſtick Ills, weare not permitted to uſe Foreign Reme- 

Tres ; We are obliged to continue Aiſerable by the Laws of our Religroy; 
and to obey Furies and Adadmen, not only out of Fear, but alſo for Con- 
ſcience lake. 

For which cauſe, ſince the perſons of Princes whatſoever they be, ought 
to be [nviolable and Sacred, and that the Charaders of Gods finger makes 
an Impreſſion, which we are to Reverence, on what matter ſoever it 
be Engraven, no wonder, if Subje##s turn all their hatred againſt theſe 
Flatterers , which caft them into thoſe miſeries without Redemption : 
If they purſue with all manner of Execrations theſe evil Councellors 
which give them 1/ Princes, which provoke Innocents to Moerrher, and 
good natures to Barbarous Cruelties ; *Tis their pernitious Advice, 
which occaſions all fatal Reſolutions, Their maxims ire and Blood 
aſſure and fortify Malice, when it is as yet timerous and doubtful, they 


ſbarpen what cuts, they precipitate-whatis falling, they encourage the 
C F rolent 
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Violent to run after the prey, they inflame the defires of the Avaricious 
to Invade their peoples Goods, and thoſe of the Laſcivious to Debawch their 
Daughters and raviſþ their Wives, * 

But if they meet with Natures, which are not ſuſceptible” of thoſe 
Trong Paſſions, and vvhich by their Complexions are in an. equal degree 
diſtant from. Vice and Virtue, if they light on thoſe ſoft Princes, who are 
without ſting or Spirit, and have ſmall Inclinations to great and mighty 
Evils , but rather propenſe to Eaſe and Effeminate delights , ſuch as di- 

- vide their time between the Cup and the Bed, and are more intent at the 
Theatre than the Councel Chamber, *Tis {till ſo much the # «ſe for 
thoſe people, vvholive under them, for abuſing the ſimplicity of their 
pliant Maſter, and taking the Advantage, vvhich their Spirit hKh over 
his, they themſelves Rezgr openly, and their unjuſt Dominion adds to 
the vveight of Tyranny, the ſhame that occurs from (uffering it from a 
particular private Peron and fellow Subjet?. 

You cannot Imagin the wiles and 4rtifices they uſe to attain hereunto; 
and totally to lubject to themſelves the Prince. Their method is to ſpur 
him vvith Glory in the Eſtabliſhment of their Fortune. They give him 
to underſtand through ſeveral Trunks, that his Predeceſſors, vvho vvere 
nothing more powerful than He, made ſome far greater Creatures of their 
own, that *tis more ſafe to raiſe up New people, vyho have no-dependance, 
and vvho ſhall only hold from his Majelty, than to uſe perſons of Ancient 
Birth, and of known Probity, vvhole AﬀeRions and party may be alrea- 
dy made ; That it concerns his Hozour not to leave his vvorks /mperfet?, 
but to labour for their Embelliſhment, after he has Eſtabliſhed their Solz- 
dity, That heoughtto put themin a Condition, that they may not be 

 Ruin'd, but by themſelves. That if he yields to the deſires of his 4z- 
cient Nebility, woho vwill indure no Companttous ; © Or If he conſents to 
the Complaints and Petitions of his People, wwho are ever Enemies to all 
Growing Greatneſs, he vvill not for the future have the power to reward 4 
Servant, or to gratify thoſe that oblige him, But muſt live a Precariows 
King, a meer Duke of Venice, a ſhadow of Royalty, and be forc'd tocall an 
Aſſembly of the $zates , to diſpoſe of the leaſt Office in the Kingdom ; 
Beſides, they Repreſent, that he cannot Abandon a perſon vvho hath 
been ſo dear unto him, vvithout condemning the Conduct of mary. Tears, 
and rendring a publick teſtimony either of paſt Blinaneſs,or preſent fickle- 
neſs. Nor wants this Argument its force,for *tis certain,that having begun 
to love any object for the Love of it ſelf, time preſently adds our own In- 
tereſt to the merit of the thing , the deſire that we have that all the 

' World ſhould believe, that our EleQion was good, makes the _ of 
neceſſity, which before was Yoluxtary, ſo that what hath been ddne a- 
gainſt Reaſon, being not to be Juſtified, but by an headfirong Perſeve- 
rance, wenever think that we have done enough, and upon this fond 
conceit , though never ſo much Reaſon be offered to diſcontinue our 
Aﬀection , yet it ſeems, we are obliged in point of Honour, to defend 
our Judgment, 


Now, if theſe Temptations can ſhake ſtable minds, and ſometimes 
"make #'iſe men fail, weneed not be Aſtoniſht, if they eaſily overthrow 
weak Princes, who make uſe only of borrowed Reaſon, and who will yield

themſelves to be perſwaded by a very mean Eloquence, fo it but ſuits 
with their already biaſſed Inclination. | 

And when once a Prince is Engaged in the making of this Subjet 
(whom as much without Merit, as beyond Meaſure he dotes upon ) 
Great , He ſpeaks of him no more, but as his Enterprize, and the ut- 
moſt Effort of his Prerogative and creative Power, and fo goes on in a 
blind Zeal, till without minding it, heeven Adores what he hath made, 
like the Statuaries of Athexs, who from their own handy-work choſe 
their Gods , His thoughts which ſhould be imployed for Glory, and the 
publick good of his Realm, and have no other Obje&, but the ſafety 
and wel{fare of his people, are all at anendin this pitiful deſign, in blow- 
ing up a gaudy bubble of Honour, as vain and trivial, and yet no leſs Gay, 
than that which Children raiſe with a 2xi/ from water and Soap ; He 0- 
pens to him all his Coffers , and pours out treaſures on him as much in 
deſpight of others, as to benefit him, And at laſt when he hath confer- 
red on him all the Offices of the Kingdom, and all the Ornaments of his 
Crown, and has nothing left to give him but his own perſon, he ſurren- 
ders that too with fo abſolute and ſo total a Reſignation, that in the very 
Monaſteries, there is not an Example of a will more Suljeited and more 
perfectly Renouncing it ſelf. 

Heace forwards he appears at Conncill, but when his preſence is ne- 
ceſſary to Authorize ſome Extravagaant prereſoly'd deſign, in the debate 
of which he never bore a part, and 1s content to ſhew himſelf for no other 
purpoſe, but to juſtify what thoſe that adviſed him to it, are both afraid 
and aſhamed toown; Heis amuzed with petty Divertiſements unwor- 
thy of his Conditionang| of his CAge ; They take from aboue him all that 
darc ſpeak 7---4, chey Ruin under ſeveral pretences all that's Eminent 
and YVirtuows in the State, and he Imagins becaule they tell him ſo , that 
all this is abſolutely neceſſary for his Service , and the ſupport of his Go- 
vernment ; Thus Sexeca mult be Butcher'd before Nero could turn per- 
fe Monſter, and Boetius baniſht by Theodericas, at the perfwaſion of 
his three fatal Favourites, becaule that good and wile Stateſmen was an 
obſtacle to their lewd deſigns, 

To ruin honeſt Patr4ots that would ſtop the unhappy Torrent , launs 
ders arerailed ,- and Ca/umnies advanc'd, and falſe informations Encou- 
raged, they are ſeized, on general Rumours without. ſpecifying their 
Crime, and condemned unheard as Enemies to Religion and the Stare ; 
Thoſe that are Rich and peaceable are Entrapp'd by Informers and penal 
Edidcts let looſe upon them: Thoſe whoſe paſt Services and undoubted 
Lojalty maintain them in repute, and whoſe fidelity is without Reproach, 
are employed in Chargeable, or put upon hazardous Attempts and un- 
grateful Offices, either that they may loſe their Repatation or themſelves, 
Some are driven away by an abſolute Command to Retire, others Hono- © 
rably Baniſht by gn Embaſſy, and in the room of all theſe, the ambitious 
domuneering Cabal place perſons at their own Devotion, who never look 
farther than their Benefactors , and ſtop at the next Caule of their For- 
tune, and therefore ſtudy to ſerve and advance their Intereſts, who 
raiſed them,not the Priace's,though ſtill they call themſelves his Servants, 
and would be thought the greatelt Zealots for his Honour. 

Thus may an »»fortunate Prince, come to be at the Mercy and Diſ- 


cretion 
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cretion of his Faverite, he ſhall not caſt a look, but preſently a ſpy ren- 
ders the other an Account, nor utter one word, but what is told hit a- 
gain, fo that in the midſt of his own Court, and amongſt all his Gzerds, 
he ſhall be Invironed with none but Sevege#, that prey upon him, not 
having one faithful Tongue about him, that dare truly repreſent his peo» 
ples Sufferiags, nor one honeſt Exr to whom he may tell his own: Be- 
ſides he quickly becomes ſo far Engag'd, that there is no way for him to 
releaſe himſelf, the other making all the World his Real Enemies, or ſuG 
pected forſuch, that he may have none but him totruſt : And by having 
long had tbe poſſeſſion of Aﬀeairs, which be Communicates with none, 
he alone.underſtanding all, and knowing the State, he at laſt becomes a 
neceſſary Evil, vyhich neither can the Prince be cured of, but by a dan- 
gerohs Remedy. | 

After this manner, in an abſolute Peace, being at amity with his 

Neighbours, no Foreign Enemy appearing on the Frontiers, withour 
ſtriking a Stroke, or having ventured farther than from the Palace to 
the Theatre, may a Prince inſenſibly fall into another Mans power, which 
after thedefeat of an Army, is the worſt thing that could happen ; And 
to ſpeak home, the Battel of Pavia, was not io fatal to Frencs the Firſt, 
nor the taking of Rome to Pope Clement the Seventh, For if their d:ifrace 
was great, it was not Yoluntary, if they loſt their Liberty, they in their 
Afflitions preſerved the Glory of their Courage, andif they were taken 
Priſoners, *cwas by a great Emperour, who was their Enemy, and not 
by one of their Petty Subjefs; There is no Captivity: ſo miſerable, fq 
baſe, nor ſo Infamous, as. that of a Prince _ ſuffers himſelf to be 
ſoxck/edia bis Cabiner. and by one of his own, he can never Exerciſe a 
more Cowardly patience, nor be more ſamerutty happy : Suppoſe a 
King ſhould Eat his people to the very Bones, and live 1a his own State 
as in an Enemies Country, he would not fo far eſtrange himſelf from 
theduty of his place, as when he obeys another, There is *cis true, a 
vaſt difference betwixt Tyranny and Reyalty, yet the former reſembles 
the lattex a great deal more than Servitude, It's at leaft ſome kind of 
Government, and one way of Commanding men, although a very ill 
one: .. But for a. Soveraign to give up himſelf as a prey to three aw Sov 
Petty Fellows, in the knowledge and Condutt of all his Aﬀairs, certainly 
there cannot be a more miſerable 1nterreenum, than ſuch a Prince's Life, 
during which he doth »orh:ag, and yer doth all thoſe Evils which may 
happea to the People. 

In this Condition he is civilly Dead, and bath as it were Depoſed him- 
ſelf, it isonly his Effigies, which is uſed in publick, which out of cuſtom, 
and for a ſhow hath ſome Homages _ and uſeleſs Congees made to it. 
But-in effect Royalty is forſaken, and Favour only Courted, and a civil 
Idolatry committed, For as ſome ſuperſtitions Bigots (ay ten Ave-Marid's 
to bne Pater Noſter, and call an hundred times oftner upon St. Francic , 
than on our Saviour, ſo in this caſe, where one addreſſes himſelf to the 
King, forty ſuiters apply themſelves to the Favorite, For indeed to go 
to the Prince without his mediation, would be a certain courſe to ſpoil 
our. Buſinef, though never ſo juſt in it ſelf, or adyantagious to the 
Publick. | 


What a brave thing it was in former-times, to ke a King of oo 
| b who 
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whodurſt not walk abroad, nor put'on a yew Site ; without the-per- 
miſſion of - 4/vares DeLans; all fayours which others demanded of his. 
Majeſty , he himſclf was, obliged to;'obtain from him. The ,moſt he 
conld do was to recommend: therr Petitions to his. Favourite, and to d» 
good Offices with him, for thoſe whom he loved, | How prepolterous 
would it be to ſee ſuch a Courtier, as he was , who revoked the EleGions 
of his Pricice, ' turn'd thale out of their places,” to whom his Mafer had 
granted them, -nay proceeded to that height of Inſolence, that he rook it 
very-ill, that his Maſter ſhould once-i» bis Life offer to read a paper,

But there are Shee-fawourites as well as Bearded-ones , and though, this 
be the weaker-Sex,yer both their paſſions and Enchantments are the {tronger 
of the two: Hercules and. Achilles were not the only Hero's that truckled 
to the Diſtaff : Zove has often-govern'd the Politicks, and the fortune of

1s not Yirtve, and the Diſorders which either he '#»ows not of , or which 
he Suffers, are imputed to him before God, even as if himſelf had done 
them, and therefore that Prince who was according to Gods own heart, 
in expreſs terms deſires him, and that in the fervency of his moſt ardenc 
Prayers, that he would Cleayſe him from ſecret faults, and acquit him from

- The 
King hearing of her Beawy arid Gal/qntry, 'hed az rbind! to give her a viſit 
zn private, but finding her oo ſuch exquitite Beawy, as Fame had repre- 
ſented her to his fancy, he at brit fight betrayed his Piſeyft, andpreſently 
went away ina Huff, which Aﬀeront our fatily Dame; ( who had no ill 
gpioion of her owt Merit, ) reſented-o briskly:;; that froni that very 
hour ſhe vow'd Revenge : \Ang not' being able to. effect it better, than 
by corrupting her Husbands fidelity, and debavichipg him from the (cr- 
vice of his Maſter, ſhe imployed all herEharms to that purpbſe ; till at 
laſt by the continual Croakings of this Night-Raven,' the poor man had 
loſt his Reaſon, and forgot his Daty, and by this 41ſorme Corkatrice became 
ſo Impoiſon'd , that he quitted the ſervice: of this King, and: imbark'd 
himſelf in the party of a Tyrant, without knowing truly, what motion 
drove him, nor what paſhon he Reveng'd,; He acted 'a part he under- 
ſtood not, and was but his#ives Soldier, when he thought he was the

There is nothing that recommends a Prince's F#dement, or that is of 
more Importance to his ſafety, than-« diſcreet Choice of his Miniſters 5 
A man cannot condu& 8 Boat, nor guide a Chariot, nor manage an Horſe, 
without making uſe of Addreſs and M hod, and ſhall thoſe who are to

dire& Mankind, jump into the Imploy, without any preparatory Dif. 


cipline? We come to the knowledg. of Afﬀearies, and the dexterity of 


ordering them, by Experience and Reaſon ; a place does not preſently make 
a man wiſer than he was before ; 'nor are we to expe Revelations, nor 
think Heaven obliged to'endow a Prince's Miniſters with the Spirie of 
well Governing, and render his precipitate EleQion valid and ſuccesful by a 
ſudden Illumination ; Courtiers are the matter, and the Prince is the 
Artif, whocan eaſfily-render this matter Fairey but not better than it is, 
he can add to it Colours and fhape.on the outſide , but cannot give it 
any interiotir Goodneſs, -He can beſtow the Office and the Tiz/e, but he 
cannot confer Qsa/ifications , The knowledg of things paſt, the penerra- 
tion into things to come : That Light which diſembroils the intrigues 
of the Court, the Science of making War, ad the dexterity of treating 
Peace. In a word, hemay make an 1as/, but he can neither make a 
Spirit of it, nor an Able man.

- Princes therefore ſhould make a ſtrict inquiry into the Abilities and 
virtues of thoſe they Imploy, they ſhould nar ſuffer thertifel ves to be led 
by eccaſron, but take for their Inſtruments fuch as are able, nat ſuch as 

ſband next, or firlt offer themſelves; wherein too, they ſhould regard 

not only a General Seficiency , but a particular fitneſs for diſcharging 
thoſe Charges,in which they place them, They muſt not think an expert 
Soldier, that hath fignalized himſelf in divers Battels, is therefore 

ualified to beſent on an Embaſſy, nor-niake an old Prodige/ Lord, Trea- 
ſorer, and ſubmit the Exchequer to his diſpoſe, becaute having in his 
youth profus'd away all his own Eſtaze, he now ſpeaks admirably well 
of Frugality. 


Nor ſhould a Prince preſently thruſt into his Council all thoſe whoſe 
Converſation is grateful to him , we ought to make a difference berwixt 
rſons who dc/ight us, and thoſe who are profitable to us, betwixt rhe 
ecreations of the mind, -and the neceſſities of the State ; and if a Sove- 
raign take not ſpecial care in this Exewes, he will commit icremediable 
Errours, and fuch whereby he may render not only his own Reign miſe 
rable, but alſo his memory accurſed and reproached in Ages ta come. 
He therefore ought not to follow his own privete AﬀeRtions or foclinatis 
ons, but abandon all Caprizio's and fantaſies in this matter t. Let him ig 
other things pore and divert himlolf as hopleaſeth, but in a chojce of 
ſo high Concernment, he mult uſe the ſeuerity of his Judgment , and at 
firſt bring with him an indifferexcy # will, It ought to be a pure opera- 
Love or Hate, :

If they ate Jenorant , 
they Ruin the Srate, their 4after and rhemſelves, by their Weakneſs , If 
they are Falſe and Treacherow , they ſet the Publick to 8:/e, and betray 
ies Intereſt for-Afovey, If they are men of ill Principles , they blow up 
their Prince to Yanity by Flatteries, and baniſh Truth from the Palace, 
They put him upon extravagant Deſigns, ar endeavour to drown him 
in Yoluptuouſneſs,; They exhauſt the Royal Treeſwry by their profuſe- 
eſs, and ſtrip poor People to the vw Skin to feed their inlatiable 4va- 
rice z they rob the Prince of his nobleft and moſt ſtable Throxe, the hearts 
of his Subjets, by creating fears and mutual Jealouſies between them 
and whilſt with vain pretences and endeavours, no leſs impradicable, 
than U»juft, they would ſeem to make him more abſolute than his Fore- 
fathers, they render him leſs Conſiderable at home, and conſequently 
leſs Rever'd abroad, than any of his Anceſtors, they manage Aﬀairs ac- 
cording to their private Fancies, and hate publick Councils ; having com- 
mitted Extravagances that render them liable to Juſtice, the reſt of tbeic 
life is ſpent not to ſerve their Maſter, but to ſave their own Necks , Sothat
